Toledo, O., April 8.—Western Ohio 
experienced one of the most severe 
wind storms in its history. 
Scores of

at $25,000. The wind attained a ve­ 
locity of seventy miles an hour. 
The lives of pedestrians were en­ 
dangered by falling signs, parts of 
roofs, chimneys, limbs of trees and 
blown-out windows. 
A boy was blown out of a skiff into 
the river and was rescued with diffi­ 
culty. Fifteen Toledoans were injured 
*nd two of them, Miss Minnie Schro­ 
der and James Gaudern, are in a se­ 
rious condition.

As a result the opening of nav 
igation on the Great Lakes is threat 
ened with one of the most complete 
tieupj? it has ever suffered. 
The strike hinges on the refusal ol 
the shipowners to recognize the ma­ 
rine 
engineers’ 
union. 
The 
strike 
was called after contracts had been 
sent to 1,400 of the engineers as in­ 
dividuals. Ail but 35 of these con­ 
tracts were returned unsigned and 
the union voted a general strike. 
The oilers, water tenders and deck­ 
hands voted to go out in sympathy 
and as a result every vessel on the 
lakes seems likely to remain at moor 
lugs until the differences are settled. 
The men threaten to hold out until 
every demand is granted by the ship­ 
owners. 
Actual hostilities were started in 
South 
Chicago when efforts 
were 
made by the vessel owners to start 
out a few boats that were ready to 
sail. 
It then developed that the ma­ 
rine workers had been notified not to 
ship on any vessels controlled by the 
Lake Carriers’ association. 
The local union here called out 
thirty-five firemen in South Chicago 
and reports received by the officers 
of the local union were that a similar 
action had been taken in other cities. 
The Lake Carriers' association Is 
said to be determined to break up 
every union on the lakes.

Cleveland, April 8.—The fishing tug 
George Floyd, with seven men aboard, 
and the sand sucker Mary H., with a 
crew of nine men, are missing and 
the steel barge Norman Kelley, with 
a crew of four persons, was rescued 
after a desperate struggle as a result 
of a sixty-mile-an-hour gale which 
raged on Lake Erie. The tug Anson 
M. Bangs rescued the barge near San­ 
dusky. 
The Kelley had been tossed about 
like a cork on the lake all day. The 
crew, three men and a woman, were 
picked up after floating fifteen miles 
away from Kelley’s island, the moor­ 
ing point of the boat. They had 
given up hope of being rescued and 
greeted the tug with feeble cheers and 
tears coursed their cheeks as the 
barge was taken in tow.

way Will Inaugurate New 


Service That Date 


DAY TRAIN GOES TO FUNKLEY 


New Train Will 
Give Brainerd 


Excellent Service in Both 


Directions 


The Minnesota & International rail­ 
way will inaugurate its proposed night 
service on April 19th, when the first 
sleeper will leave St. Paul for Interna­ 
tional Falls. The sleeper will be brought 
to Brainerd on No. 9, which reaches 
Brainerd at 11:15. 
The Minnesota & 
International train will be made up here 
and will leave Brainerd at 12:05 a. m. 
reaching International Falls at 7:45 a. 
m. 
Returning the train will leave In­ 
ternational Falls at 6:30 p. m. reaching 
Brainerd at 1:55 a. m ., leaving here at 
2:39 for Little Falls where the sleeper 
and such other through equipment as 
will be determined upon, will be taken 
by No. 6 and will reach St. Paul at 7:25, I 
The train will go north daily except 
Sunday nights and will go south daily 
except Saturday nights. 
No. 30 and 31 the present passenger 
trains will run as at present except that 
No. 30 will arrive at 11:55 to connect | 
with the train for the west. 
I his 
train, however, will only run as far as 
Funk ley, arriving there at 7:15 in the 
evening and leaving at 7:00 on the re­ 
turn trip. 
Superintendent Strachan states th at 
the mail service on the new train will 
be as desired by the post ofliee depart­ 
ment but that it is certain that there 
there will be either pouch or messen­ 
ger service or perhaps a combination of 
both so that mail leaving the cities at 
night will reach any towns on the M. 
& I. the next morning. 
The night trains will be flag trains 
for Hubert, Merrifteld and Nisswa, so 
that anyone can go up and spend Sun­ 
day and return either to Brainerd or the 
twin cities in time to get to work in 
the morning and that without serious 
loss of sleep. 
The new train service will stop the 
traffic “ around the horn,” by way of 
Staples as it will be possible to take a 
sleeper here at 2 o’clock and wake up 
in the twin cities. 
The crew which

Minnesota & International Rail­ 
way Will Inaugurate New 
Service That Date 


DAY TRAIN GOES TO FUNKLEY 


New Train Will Give Brainerd 
Excellent Service in Both 
Directions 
The Minnesota & International rail- j 
way will inaugurate its proposed night 
service on April 19th, when the first 
sleeper will leave St. Paul for Interna- ! 
tional Falls. The sleeper will be brought 
to Brainerd on No. 9, which reaches 
Brainerd at 11:15. 
The Minnesota & 
International train willjbe made up here 
and will leave Brainerd at 12:05 a. rn. 
reaching International Falls at 7:45 a. 
rn. 
Returning the train will leave In- | 
ternational Falls at 6:30 p. rn. reaching 
Brainerd at 1:56 a. rn., leaving here at 
2:39 for Little Falls where the sleeper : 
and such other through equipment as j 
will be determined upon, will be taken 1 
by No. 6 and will reach St. Paul at 7:26. < 
The train will go north daily except j 
Sunday nights and will go south daily 
except Saturday nights. 
No. 30 and 31 the present passenger 
trains will run as at present except that 
No. 30 will arrive at 11:55 to connect j 
with the train for the west. 
This j 
train, however, will only run as far as j 
Funkley, arriving there at 7:15 in the , 
evening and leaving at 7:00 on the re- ' 
turn trip. 
Superintendent Strachan states that j 
the mail service on the new train will i 
be as desired by the post office depart- i 
ment but that it is certain that there 
there will be either pouch or messen- j 
ger service or perhaps a combination of 
both so that mail leaving the cities at ; 
night will reach any towns on the M. j 
& I. the next morning. 
The night trains will be flag trains 
for Hubert, Merrifield and Nisswa, so j 
that anyone can go up and spend Sun- j 
day and return either to Brainerd or the 
twin cities in time to get to work in 
the morning and that without serious j 
loss of sleep. 
The new train service will stop the 
traffic “around the horn,” by way of J 
Staples as it will be possible to take a 
sleeper here at 2 o’clock and wake up 
in the twin cities. 
The crew which i 
takes the train to Little Falls 
will j 
bring back that part of the equipment 
which does not go to St. Paul and it is j 
probable that they will carry passen­ 
gers on the return trip which will per- j 
mit people from there to visit Brainerd, i 
transact business and return on the af- j 
ternoon train. At present it is impos 
sible to come from Little Falls and re­ 
turn the lame day.

CASTRO AT FORT PE FRANCE 


Takes Up Temporary Residence at 
That Place. 
Fort de France, April 8.—Clpriano 
Castro, the former president of Vene­ 
zuela, has taken up his residence, 
temporarily, at least, at this place. 
He arrived here on the French steam­ 
er Guadeloupe, which sailed from Bor- 
beaux on March 26 and he very will­ 
ingly came ashore ewing to the Brit­ 
ish government’s refusal to permit 
him to disembark at Port of Spain,

MEMORABLE TRIAL 
ENDED 


Avery Blount Convicted of Murder in 
the First Degree. 
Atwite City, La., April 8.—The most 
memorable criminal trial in the his­ 
tory of Tangipahoa parish ended when 
the jury in the case of Avery Blount, 
tried for the killing of Buz Breeland, 
returned a verdict of guilty, carrying 
the death penalty with it.

Blount, a prosperous merchant of 
Tickfaw, in this parish, was indicted 
on the charge of murdering Buz Bree­ 
land, Mrs. Breeland and the latter’s 
daughter, Mrs. Joe Everette, the night 
of Jan. 22. He was tried on the 
separate indictment of Buz Breeland’s 
killing. Garfield and Ben Kinchen, 
two brothers who are well known citi­ 
zens of this parish, were also indicted 
for complicity in the assassination of 
the Breeland family. 
Ben Kinchen is 
now in jail here awaiting trial, but 
the other brother has escaped capture.
